Spend Busy 36 Hours. 

The departure from Wheeler field, 
Island of Oahu, for the Barking Sands 
runway followed a busy thirty-six hour 
period. ~During it the four aviators— 
Capt. Charles Kingsford-Smith, Charies 
Ulm, Harry W. Lyon, and James War- 
ner—inspected their plane, measured 
the gasoline remaining after their 
flight from Oakland, Cal., and studied 
maps and charts and other data. 

Capt. Kingsford-Smith announced he 
planned to leave for Suva, 3,138 miles 
away, with the capacity load of 1,290 
‘gallons of gasoline. Calculations made 
at Wheeler field indicated that this 
amount of fuel would carry the Soutb- 
ern Cross to Suva and, with the grace 
of favoring trade winds, leave a safety 
margin of 200 miles or more. 

The fiyers said they expected to 
reach the Phoenix islands group, 1,866 
land miles southwest of Honolulu, 
about dawn Monday. They might be

SOME HEALTH HINTS. 
Ri Vi L. ELLAICOTT supplies the 
following metheds of purifying 
grossly polluted water. To 4 
bucket of river water he added 
one level teaspoonful of alum and one- 
half level teaspoonful of lime. He stirred 
these household chemicals into the water 
for a few minutes. The water was then 
filtered through ordinary muslin and ab- 
sorbent cotton. In this way muddy river 
Water was quickly transformed into a 
clear, appetizing and reasonably safe 
drink. 
Those who want to go into the subject 
further will, find many similar methods 
and recipés in a book on rural water 
supplies written by Houston. These 
methods are especially useful for bridge

HOW TO USE 


THE PATTERNS 


HE low placed circular fullness 
in-the skirt of pattern No. 3319,

as it isn’t difficult either to cut or 
make, it should prove a favorite. The

Always compare your own measures 
with those of the pattern befdre pin- 
ning the pattern on the material, and 
if there are any little changes, mark 
them clearly on the pattern, allowing

in place, Be sure the yoke isn't fitted 
too close. It will look better and keep 
ite shape better if it is reasonably 
loose.. Perforations and notches on 
the pattern chart show just how and 
where the different pieces are joined,

and in the homes, it was still evident

Tokio—the “ Koyo Kwan,” or Maple tion.

This club is regarded as one of the 
finest institutions of its kind in Japan. 
It is neither a cabaret nor a restau- 
rant, nor even a club in the strict 
sense of the word, but a place where 
one may invite friends to treat them 
at a high price to a meal of exquisite 
character, combined with music, sing- 
ing, and dancing by Geisha girls. 

IT arrived in the evening with our 
party of four ladies and found all our 
friends, about twenty prominent sur- 
geons and physicians of Tokio, there 
to meet us. 
building was a sort of platform 
where we took off our shoes and put 
on slippers. Whereupon we were led 
to a large room on the upper story, 
with dark floor and jardiniere-like 
heater, the obligatory “ Hibachi,” from 
which ascended a light smoke of burn- 
ing charcoal in the center. Such a 
stove is used in every Japanese home 
and provides the only method of heat: 
ing. 


Enter: The Geisha Girls. 

Our friends were all there in eve- 
ning dress or cutaway coats—not 
the Japanese dress. We were in 
duced by our host. There were no 
Japanese ladies present, although it 
had been known that there were four 
ladies in our party. Here again I 
was given to understand that such 
was Japanese custom; that the ladies 
were déstined for the home and not 
for such events. Most of the gentle- 
men spoke good English; some of the 
older ones, however, spoke only Ger- 
man; their education. dated back to 
the time of Germany’s influence. 

Soon we were engaged in groups in 
lively conversation. Then suddenly 
the screen doors, thin partitions with 
hundreds of rice-papered panels, were 
shoved aside and the room enlarged. 
A number of beautiful young girls, 
with a fantastic hairdress such as we 
are used to see on the Japanese pic- 
tures, appeared. Their hair was 
combed in a pompadour fashion, high 
up in front and buckied to an artis-
